Answer to last months question 


For a given polarity across a line terminated, in its 
matched impedance, the capacitively coupled currents 
between the line and the loop, shunt the line through 
the loop ends in the same direction. However, the in- 
ductively coupled currents induced in the loop travel 
out of phase, adding to the capacitively coupled cur- 
rents on the transmitter side of the loop. while cancel- 
ing the current on the antenna side. Thus, the XMTR 
bulb is lit, and the ANT bulb is dark. When not matched 
to the antenna, the capacitive and inductive currents 
are not in the proper phase and of different strengths, 


so that both bulbs light.

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A Lightweight Portable 
Delta Loop de N6IC 


NGIC with 10 Mtr Delta Loop. 


In the last several years, | have had 
fun going to some easy to reach is- 
lands to operate for the IOTA award 
activity. Each time, one objective 
has been to travel lightweight but 
with a simple but effective antenna. 
The delta loop antenna is a very ef- 
fective antenna and since | was 
traveling with others, | didn’t need a 
multi-band antenna since yagis 
were transported. However, | did 
need the extra single band antenna 
for the last rig of the group opera- 
tion. The first trip was to Catalina 
Island, off the coast of California 
near Los Angeles in 1999. We had 
so much fun that Catalina Island 
was visited again in 2000 and Santa 
Rosa Island was visited in 2001. 


In IOTA lists, Catalina Island is NA- 
066 and Santa Rosa Island is NA- 
144. Santa Rosa Island is consid- 
ered rarer than Catalina. It is also 
more challenging as a camping trip 
rather than a nice comfy cabin on 
Catalina. The first figure shows the 
portable delta loop set up in 1999. It 
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was a simple ‘Y’ frame made out of 
plastic PVC pipe that held the wire 
loop. The mount then was any spot 
where you could have a vertical 
pipe tied down. In this case, there 
was a water pipe out in the yard 
that allowed us to use three plastic 
wraps to hold the vertical mounting 
pipe in place. The antenna was 
then tied with string up on the 
frame to hold the loop in position or 
rotating it to a new direction. Weak- 
ness in the ‘Y’ made me plan for a 
different frame on the next trip but 
with a loop on 10 meters, the 5 watt 
QRP FT-817 worked into Europe 
just fine in the morning openings. 
This antenna theoretically has 
about 2.1 dBi gain bi-directional to 
the face of the loop. 


Mechanical Details: The antenna 
had to be quite portable and light 
as | wanted to have it is part of a 
backpack that carried the whole 
trip’s items from clothes to opera- 
tional equipment. You have seen 
the first loop made with series 200 
PVC pipe and the common PVC 
fittings to form a loop when put to- 
gether. No piece was longer than 
four feet. The loop for 28 MHz was 
made with number 18 enamel cov- 
ered copper wire. The loop and 
quarter wave coax transformer then 
easily folded and fit inside one of 
the four-foot sections of PVC. 


Reading World Radio one day, | 
noticed an ad for 20 foot long light- 
weight graphite expanding tapered 
tubes that would make an ideal ex- 
tension for the ‘Y’. This meant |

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KR6AL/Frank, was an engineer 
with the shop to weld up a neat 
mounting fixture that would hold 
the base of two tubes at the right 
angle for the delta. Note the de- 
tails in the figure 2: 


Starting at the left end, the pole 
holder is seen as a Y mount with a 
central half inch square post that 
can be pounded into the ground or 
inserted into an above ground 
mounting position like a fence 
pole. The same piece is seen with 
one pole end set on the mounting 
Y. The pole to the right of the Y 
show the tapered end and swedge 
ends of the pole. When transport- 
ing, there is a cap for each end. 
The white poles are from the first 
Y holder as seen in figure 1. In the 
last pole on the right the end of 
the 10 Mtr loop and quarter wave 
transformer is seen pulled out 
slightly from its stored position. 
Figure 3 shows the graphite pole 
delta loop mounted on a fence 
post. 


When assembling the antenna, 
the parts are laid out on the 
ground; the poles assembled by 
pulling out the tapers to a tight 
swedge; taping the sections to 
avoid slippage; tying the loop to its 
mounting points with string; add- 
ing string ties up on the support to 
position the loop when erected; 
picking up the loop at the base Y 
mount pole and mounting it; and 
positioning the loop with the string 
leads. The string leads can be tied 
to almost any point because the 
loop weighs less than 2 pound 
and is nicely stiff because of the 
tapered elements. 


Electrical Details: Delta Loop an- 
tennas have been around for quite 
awhile. There are many articles on 
the electrical properties and per- 
formance. The loop impedance is 
nominally 110 ohms. This requires 
an impedance transformer for the 
use of 52-ohm standard coax and 
transmitter match. A 75-ohm coax 
one quarter of a wavelength long 
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does a nice job matching the trans- 
former. (Don’t forget to use the right 
coax material velocity factor to cal- 
culate the length). 


The loop is a broadband radiator. 
When matched for 28 MHz band it is 
less than 1.5:1 across the band. My 
loop was 37.5 feet long, which gives 
the formula: 
Loop Length (Feet) = 1069/ Fre- 
quency (MHz)

Next Time: This antenna worked 
very well. Of course, ten meters was 
open which is the great equalizer of 
any antenna. The mechanical pack- 
age was the best feature of the an- 
tenna. With the 20-foot poles, it was 
easy to add

bands by just adding loops and very 
much like a quad, the loop could be 
multi-looped for multi-bands. 


Next time, the antenna must always 
fit in the traveling package and as 
seen in Figure 4, there is room. The 
other antenna | am working on is a 
wire log periodic that will be equally 
lightweight but add the broader fre- 
quency coverage.
